statutes and such other works of reference as the trustees
of the state library may designate as being most useful for
state officers, members of the legislature and the bench
and bar of this state.

AN ACT for the preservation of fish in the waters of Rock river

and Hustisford mill pond, in the counties of Dodge, Jefferson
and Rock.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, r ted in senale
and assembly, do eru{;t as follows : e

SEcTION 1. No person or persons shall place, set, Fish ot tobe
draw or use any seine, net, scoop-net, pound or gill net, with hook aad
wire basket, grapple or trap, or any other contrivance or "o*
device, other than hook and line or spear, in the waters
of Rock river or Hustisford mill pond, in the counties
of Dodge, Jefferson and Rock, Wisconsin, for the pur-
pose of aking or catching tish; and any person or per-
sons who shall violate any of the foregoing provisions of
this section, shall, on conviction thereof, be subject to Penalty for
a fine of not less than one dollar nor more than ten T
dollars for first offense, and not less than five nor more
than twenty-five dollars for each and every subsequent
conviction, parsuant to the provisions of this act.

SECTION 2. Justices of the peace shall have jurisdic- Jurisdietion of
tion to hear, try and determine all cases arising under ¥
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this act; provided, that the defendant shall have the
right of appeal and a jury trial, as in other cases.

SectioN 3. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 179.

AN ACT to amend section one (1), of chapter 67, of the laws of
1877, entitled “ An act to amend section 2, chapter 222, gen-
eral laws of 1874, entitled “ An act to amend and revise the
charter of the city of Wausau.”

T he people of the stalte of Wisconsin, represenied in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows :

SecTION 1. Section one (1), of chapter sixty-seven
(87), of the laws of 1877, is hereby amended by strik-
ing out the words “ Farrett street,” where they appear
in said section one, and by inserting in lieu thereot the
words ‘ Forest street,” so that said section when so
amended shall read as follows, to wit: Section one (1).
Section 2 of the above act is hereby amended, so that
the same shall read as follows: Section 2. The city of
Wausau shall be divided into five wards as follows:
All that territory within said city lying west of Main
street and west of the east bank of the Wisconsin river,
shall constitute the first ward, and all that territory within
said city lying east of Main street, between Forest
street and Washington street, to the east end of the
city limits, shall constitute the second ward; and all
that territory within said city lying east of Main street,
between Washington street an hﬁzCellen street to the
east end of the city limits, shall constitute the third
ward; and all that territory within said city lying -
south of Forest street and east of the Wisconsin river,
from the end of Forest street, shall constitute the
fourth ward; and all that territory within said city
lying east of Main street and north of McCellen street,
shall constitute the fifth ward.

SeorioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage and publication.
